Cha*e of a Hlppopotamn* In Detroit 
River. 


A very esciting as well as novel affair 


occurred about six miles down the river on 
Monday afternoon, being no less than a 
veritable chase of a hippopotamus. 
It 


seems that in the transit of the circus now 
performing here from Buffalo to thia city, 
it became necessary, on account of their 
excessive weight, to send the elephants 
and the hippopotamus on a propeller, and 
they were accordingly shipped on board the 
8. D. Caldwell. On Monday afternoon as 
the steamer was Hearing this port, a scone 
of great excitement occurred, which nearly 
resulted in the escape of the huge behe- 
moth or hippopotamus belonging to G. C. 
Qaick, and at present forming one of the 
attractions of G. F. BaUey'n quadruple 
circus. 


The huge beast was shipped from Buffa- 


lo on board the steamer 8. D. Caldwell, 
and as it was impossible to gethis immense 
cage on board, that was sent 1>y land while 
his bebetnothship, accompanied by Ali, the 
Egyptian, his captor and keeper, proceed 
ed by water to Detroit, 
During the,voyage 


it was noticed that the animal continually 
looked longingly toward the water, as 
though he would have given one of his 
eye teeth (no trifle by the way) for a plunge 
into the depths of tho lake and a ramble 
about its unexplored bottom. 
No one sup- 


posed, however, that he would yield to bis 
amphibious tastes, and no extra watch was 
get upon him. 


As tho steamer ucared tho city, and 


when about three miles below the fort, and 
as Ali and everybody else was gaaing land- 
ward, a crash and then a splash were heard 
Irora the side of the bow toward the Amer- 
ican shore. 
Everybody rushed to the spot 


The place where the hippopotamus had 
been confined was vacant. 
The truth bo- 


came instantly apparent. 
The beast, no 


onger able to resist the temptation, had 
burst his bonds and plunged into the river, 
resolved on an aquatic excursion. 


The owner, wtio was on board, looked 


the picture of despair. Forty thousand 
dollars, to sar nothing of large prospect- 
ive profits, had suddenly vamoosed. As 
or Ali, the EgyntSan keeper, ho was near- 
ly frantic.

The progress of the rebels northward 


steadily continuea. They have arrived at 
Harriaburg and Columbia, on the Susque- 
htinna river, and have so far destroyed the 
Northern Central railroad as to prevent 
communication between Harrisburg and 
Washington bv that route. The only way 
of reaching tho federal capitol ia by Phil- 
adelphia, It is said the rebels are now 
moving down the Susquehanua to cut off 
the other route at Havre de Graee. They 
would only then have to blockade the Po- 
tomac and the capital of the nation would 
be besieged. This would bo a little worse 
tran the situation when McClellan had 
command at Washington. 
We trust it 


may not come to that; but it looks consid- 
erably like it, to-day. 


The invasion of Pennsylvania begins to 


open the eyes of the people of that sleepy 
state. It is stated that tba astonishing 
number of 25,000 men hare already vol- 
unteered for the defence of their homes. 
Another ten day* butchering* and burn- 
ings by the rebels may double the number, 
when General Knipe will take the field and 
clean out the rebels. Let ns wait for the 
Conestoga wagon. 


Hooker Relieved 
Command. 
of 


The Announcement of the change in the 


command of the army of the Potomac 
will be received with surprise by the whole 
country. Usually, when an event of this 
kind happens, it is proceeded by indicationa 
by which the public ia prepared for it, but 
this ia so sudden as to astonish every one. 
Up to the time of bis displacement an- 
nouncements were made that Hooker was 
doing the beat that could be done. We are 
left totally ir. the dark as to the cause of 
this new movement. As Gen. Hooker ask- 
ed to be relieved immediately after having 
visited Washington, it may be surmised 
that he did not agree with Gen. Hallock as 
to the manner of conducting the campaign, 
or that his plans have been interfered with 
by the military authorities there. 
Others 


will attribute it to a want of confidence in 
him on the part of the President, and will 
assert that he ia not equal to the occasion. 


The successor to General Hooker, Major 


General Meade, is generally unknown to 
the country, although he has been in active 
service since the commencement of the war. 
What he has done to entitle him to this 
high position is known only to the military 
authorities at Washington. 
We are bonud 


to presume that he has the highest qualities 
of a commander of any of the generals in 
the service, or he would not have been se- 
lected at this important juncture. 


THE REBEL PIRATSS AT PORTLAND.— 


The revenue cutter Caleb Gushing was 
captured by rebel pirates in the harbor of 
Portland, Maine, on Friday night, and 
was immediately taken to sea. Tbe pirates 
came in on the schooner Archer, and at 
2 o'clock in the morning boarded the Gush- 
ing quietly, and seized a amail portion of 
the crew then on board. They then put 
them in irons and made their way out of 
the harbor. 
The Cashing was pursued by 


two armed steamboats, and being overtak- 
en, the captains of the boats were prepar- 
ing to board her, when the rebeU became 
alarmed, left the Gushing in boats, and at 
the same time blew her up and destroyed 
her. 
The rebel boats were pursued and 


captured, together with the regular crew 
of the Cuehing, who were in irons ia one 
of the bot.•:.-}. 


The schooner Archer, which brought the 


pirates to Portland, WHS also captured. 
There are two rebel officers among the pris 
oners, Lieut. Reed and Engineer Brown. 
They styled themselves officers of the con- 
federate steamer Florida. Lieut. Reed's 
log book says that he was the commander 
of the Tacouy, which he burned, finding 
that vessels of the federal government were 
after him. This bold demonstration of the 
rebel pirates produces considerable alarm 
along the New England coast, and may be 
the forerunner of other and more formida- 
ble raids on the part of the rebel pirates, 
which appear to be swarming ia the North 
Atlantic. 


THE FOURTH WISCONSIN ALL PRISON- 


ERS.—On the 18th inst., Gen, Banks or- 
dered one thousand men to make the final 
charge on tho enemy's works. They were 
repulsed and all taken prisoners—among 
them tho 4th Wisconsin regiment; com 
manded by Colonel Boardman, which gal- 
lantly volunteered. The dispatches also 
include the 6th Wisconsin, but this is ob- 
viously an error. The 6th is with Hooker. 


A Mr. Tomlinson, member of the Con- 


necticut legislature, who possesses the Yap 
kee passion for whittling, and indulges in 
that amusement to a great extent, received, 
one day last week, a bundb of shingles, by 
express, to be used as whittling material. 
Mr. Tomlinaon duly distributed them 
among the whittling members of the house, 
who were delighted with the donation, and 
very thankful to the unknown giver. The 
Hartford Press protests against any such 
proceedings: " If a Yankee legislature is 
to be provided with such luxuries, they will 
prolong th« sesiion till next 
" 


Is laoTW OP TtCKSBCHO, Jone IT, 1898. 


Editors Gazette:—We learned a few days 


sinc« that all mail matter going north was 
detained at Young's Point, La.—for what 
reason we cannot conjecture. Lieutenant 
Stickel has endeavored to keep you posted 
with the whereabouts of the 33d, but fear- 
ing that his contributions for the Gazette 
are-with the rent of our mail at that point, 
and knowing the anxiety of the friends at 
home for their sons and brothers in com- 
panies E and F, I grasp this opportunity 
of lending a line by Capt. Whicher of our 
regiment, who starts for Wisconsin this 
evening. 


We embarked at Memphis for Yicksburg, 


Sunday, May 17th, and were fired into by 
a band of guerrillas near Greenville, Mis- 
sissippi. They had planted a battery on 
the river bank, and just as the transport 
Crescent City, which was in the advance, 
came opposite, they opened a battery of 
four guns, loaded with grape and canister, 
at her broadside, wounding some ten or 
twelve of the 3d Iowa. Our convoy gun" 
boat soon dialodged them. The 33d Wis- 
consin and 41st Illinois regiments were 
soon on shore, and in pursuit followed them 
some miles, but they knowing the road 
better than we, made good their escape. 
When our troops arrived at Greenville, 
which was just across the bend, they waited 
for the boats, and before leaving burned the 
place to the ground. Arrived at Sherman's 
Landing, Tuesday, 19th ult. Disembarked 
to go to Warrentou, six miles below Vicks- 
burg. The order being countermanded, we 
again embarked for Hainea' Bluff, nine 
miles up the Yazoo, w'aeve we arrived on 
the 201b. We remained at the Bluff three 
days. This pl?.o£; bad b&en very strongly 
fortified on ever) point. It was a fort con- 
taining one or two heavy guns, commanding 
the country and Yazoo for miles. The en- 
emy had just evac lated it. Gun carriages 
and camp equippage were still smoking, 
having been sot on fire by the rebels to dis- 
able them for our use. 


Sunday May 24th we received orders to 


march in the rear of Vicksburg to the ex- 
treme left and relieve Gen. McArthur's di- 
vision. Here we fouud enough to do, a 
large tract of country that must be skir- 
mished through and the enemy driven into 
their forts. This our division found to be 
no small undertaking, for the country ia 
very broken, heavily timbered and the hol- 
lows filled with cane-brakes so deuaa that 
one can hardly Tirce a passage through 
them. 
After shelling the hollows and 


skirmishing the hills we have driven them 
out of their rifle-piii under cover of their 
forts; so closely have we followed them 
that our rifie-pits are now within less than 
thirty rods of their main forts. 
Our large 


guns are planted a few roda in the rear of 
our pits so as to command their entire for- 
tifications in front of our division. Our 
regiment go into the rifle-pits every third 
day and are relieved at night. A brisk 
fight is kept up during the entice day. If 
a rebel shows his head a dozen balls are 
sent after it. We are obliged to keep 
covered, for some of their sharpshooters 
seem to possess splendid guns and are 
themselves good shots. We have the Eog- 
glish En field rifle and can keep (hem down 
so that they cannot work a gun. In many 
places on our line they have had to aban- 
don their forts and leave their guns stand- 
ing, ao diligent are our sharpshooters.— 
Rumor has it that Johnston intends rein- 
fcrcing Pemberton with tiiirty thousand 
men, but this does not annoy us, for we 
have plenty of force to whip Johnston and 
hold Vicksburg, We have a large force on 
the Big .Black river waiting for the ece' 
my. This place must and will soon fall. 
Deserters say they are nearly out of amnm- 
aition and provision*, and the gunboats 
and mortars are continually narrating them 
with shell, which fall among their camps 
every hour of the day and night. We are 
so close to the city that we can see the 
court house, and hear the town clock strike 
the time. On several occasion after fight 
ing all day as fast as we could load and 
discharge our pieces, and when darkness 
overshadowed the face of earth so fighting 
could not be continued, both parties would 
yell, " cease firing." Every gun would be 
laid aside and a confab would ensue. 


" Oh, Yankees, we are not mad at you. 


What regiment?" " Thirty -third Wiscon 
sin." "Oh! we know you; met you at 
Cold water, eh?" " Butternut 1 what regi 
ment?1' "First Missouri." Our boys— 
"Have you plenty of coffee?" 
"Nary 


coffee, but plenty of whisky." " When are 
you going to surrender Vicksburg ?" " We 
are waiting for our old general." " General 
who ?" " Why, General Starvation I" 


And so it goes. Several of the 53d Illi- 


nois have found acquaintances and school 
mates among the rebels. The health of 
the whole army is much better than could 
be expected in this c imate. 


The casualties of companies E and F 


are as follows, viz : Orderly Sergeant E. 
W. Burnham, of my company, was left un 
well at Young's Point; his health seemed 
to improve for a short time, but he was at 
tacked very suddenly with dyaentary, and 
died the 31st day of May. The company 
miss him sadly; ho was so good and kind 
that he was beloved by all who knew him 
iu the regiment. And the many friends 
and acquaintances left at Shopiere, where 
he formerly resided, will mourn the un- 


Mathias Grail, of my ctmp&ny, was wound- 
ed while passing from one rifle'pit to an- 
other. The ball passed through the thigh, 
made a clean wound, but did not injure the 
bone in any way ; he is alao at the division' 
hospital, doing finely, and will alao be seat 
north soon. He vs a son of Daniel Crall, 
of Center. His friends may rest assured he 
has the best medical attendance. Blanch- 
ard Neville, of Magnolia, is the only man 
I have in the regimental hospital; be was 
taken there to-day; seems threatened with 
slight fever, but not considered dangerous.

The only way 
of reaching the federal capitol is by Phil- 
adelphia, 
It; is said the rebels are now 


moving down the Sasqueb.'inna to cut off 
the other ronte at Havre de Graee.

•would only then have to blockade the Po- 
tomac and the capital of the nation would 
be besieged. 
This would bo a little worse 


than the situation when McClellan had 
command at Washington.

may not come to that, but it looks consid- 
erably like it, to-day. 


The invasion of Pennsylvania begins to 


open the eyes of the people of that sleepy 
state. It is stated that tho astonishing 
number of 25,000 men hare already vol- 
unteered for the defence of their homes. 
Another ten dayj butcherings and burn- 
ings by the rebels may double the number, 
when General Knipe will take the field and 
clean out the rebels.

General Hoolter Relieved of nil 
Command* 


The annoimcenient of the change in the 


command of the army of tha Potomac 
will be received with surprise by the whole 
country. 
Usually, when an event of this 


kind happens, it is freceeded by indications 
by which the public is prepared for it, but 
this is so sudden as to astonish every one. 
T7p to the time of his displacement an- 
nouncements were made that Hooker was 
doing the best that could be done. We are 
left totally ir. the dark as to the cause of 
this new movement. As Gen. Hooker ask- 
ed to be relieved immediately after having 
visited Washington, it may be surmised 
that he did not agree with Gen. Halleck as 
to the manner of conducting the campaign, 
or that his plans have been interfered with 
by the military authorities there. 
Others 


will attribute it to a want of confluence in 
him on the part of the President, and will 
assert that he is not equal to the occasion. 


The successor to General Hooker, Major 


General Meade, is generally unknown to 
the country, although he has been in active 
service since the commencement of the war. 
What he has done to entitle him to this 
high position is known only to the military 
authorities at Washington.

of a commander of any of the generals in 
the service, or he would not have been se- 
lected at this important juncture.

IN FaoiTr op TiCKSsraa. Jane 17,1898. 


Editors Gazette .-—We learned a few days 


since that all mail matter going north wes 
detained at Young's Point, La.—for what 
reason we cannot conjecture. Lieutenant 
Stickel has endeavored to keep you posted 
with the whereabouts of the 33d, bat fear- 
ing that his contributions for the Gazette 
are-with the rent of our mail at that point, 
and knowing tna anslety of the friends at 
home for their sons and brothers in com- 
panies E and P, I grasp this opportunity 
of sending a line by Capt. Whicher of our 
regr.ment, who starts for Wisconsin this 
eve mug. 


We embarked at Memphis for Vicksburg, 


Sunday, May 17th, and were fired into by 
a band of guerrillas near Greenville, Mis- 
sissippi. They had planted a battery on 
the river bank, and just as the transport 
Crescent City, which was in the advance, 
came opposite, they opened a battery of 
four guns, loaded with grape and canister, 
at her broadside, wounding some ten or 
twelve of the 3d Iowa. 
Our convoy gun" 


boat soon diilodged them. The 33d Wis- 
consin and 41st Illinois regiments were 
soon on shore, and in pursuit followed them 
some milos, but they knowing the road 
better than we, made good their escape. 
When our troops arrived at Greenville, 
which was just across the liend, they waited 
for the boats, and before leaving burned the 
place to theground. Arrived at Sherman's 
Landing, Tuesday, 19l.li nit. Disembarked 
to go to Warrenton, sis miles below Vioks- 
burg. The order being countermanded, we 
again embarkfld for Hainea' Bluff, nine 
miles up the Vizoo, where we arrived on 
the 20tL. We remained at the Bluff three 
days, This platt had been very strongly 
fortified on every point. It was a fort con- 
taining one ortwo heavy guns, commanding 
the country and Yazoo for miles. The en- 
emy had just evae rited it. Gun carriages 
and camp equiypage were still smoking, 
having been sot on fire by the rebels to dis- 
able them for our use. 


Sunday May 2'ila we received orders to 


march in the rear of Vicksburg to the ex- 
treme left and relieve Gen. McArthur's di- 
vision. Here we found enough to do, a 
large tract of country that must be skir- 
mished through and the enemy driven into 
their forts. This our division found to be 
no small undertaking, for the country is 
very broken, heavily timbered and the hol- 
lows filled with cane-brakes so deuss that 
one can hardly force a passage through 
them. 
After shelling the hollows and 


skirmishing the hills we have driven them 
out of their rifle-pits under cover of their 
forts; so closely have we followed them 
that our rifle-pits are now within less than 


Mathias Crall, of my company, was wound- 
ed while passing from one rifle-pit to an- 
other. The ball passed through the thigh, 
made a clean wound, but did not injure the 
bone in any way ; he is also at the division 
hospital, doing finely, and will also be sent 
north soon. He i-s a son of Daniel Crall, 
of Center. His friends may rest assured he 
has the best medical attendance. 
Blanch- 


ard Neville, of Magnolia, is the only man 
I have in the regimental hospital; he was 
taken there to-day ; seems threatened with 
slight fever, bnt not considered dangerous.

THE REBEL PIRATES AT PORTLAND. — 


The revenue cnttsr Caleb Gushing was 
captured by rebel pirates in the harbor of 
Portland, Maine, oc Friday night, and 
was irimediately taken to sea. 
The pirates 


came in on the schooner Archer, and at 
2 o'clock in the morning boarded the Gush- 
ing quietly, and seized a small portion of 
the crew then on board. They then put 
them in irons and made thoir way out of 
the harbor. The Gushing was pursued by 
two armed steamboats, and being overtak- 
en, the captains of the boats were prepar- 
ing to board her, when the rebels became 
alarmed, left the Gushing in boats, and at 
the same time blew her up and destroyed 
her. 
The rebel boats were pursued and 


captared, together with the regular crew 
of the Cui-hing, who were in irons in one 
of the bobin. 


The schooner Archer, which brought the 


pirates to Portland, -was also captured. 
There are two rebel officers among the pris- 
oners, Lieut. Reed and Engineer Brown. 
They styled themselves officers of the con- 
federate steamer Florida. Lieut. Reed's 
log book says that he was the commander 
of the Tacony, which he burned, finding 
that vessels of the federal government were 
after him. This bold demonstration of the 
rebel pirates produces considerable alarm 
along the New England coast, and may be 
the forerunner of other and more formida- 
ble raida on the part of the rebel pirates, 
•which appear to be swarming ia the North 
Atlantic.

men, but this does not annoy us, for we 
have plenty of force to whip Johnston and 
hold Vicksburg. We have a large force on 
the Big Black river waiting for the ece' 
my. This place must and will soon fall, 
Deserters say they are nearly out of ammu- 
nition and provisions, and the gunboats 
and mortars are continually harrassing them 
with shell, which fall among their camps 
every hour of the day and night. We are 
so close to the city that we can eee the 
court house, and hear the town clock strike 
the time. On several occasion after fight- 
ing all day as fast as we could load and 
discharge our pieces, and when darkness 
overshadowed the face of earth so fighting 
could not be continued, both parties would 
yell, " cease firing." Every gun would be 
| laid aside and a confab would ensue. 


" Oh, Yankees, we are not mad at you. 


What regiment?" "Thirty-third Wiscon- 
sin." " Oh! we know you; met you at 
Coldwater, eh?" " Butternut I what regi- 
ment?-' "First Missouri." 
Oar boys— 


" Have you plenty of coffee ?" " Nary 
coffee, but plenty of whisky." " When are 
you going to surrender Vicksburg ?" " We 
are waiting for our old general." " General

The casualties of companies E and F

On the evening of the -1th of June, while 
relieving the men in the trenches, William 
Smith, a German of my company, was shot 
through the head, killing him almost in- 
stantly. He enlisted from the town of Cen- 
ter ; waa a splendid man and faithful sol- 
dier. He was a " pet " in the company.

Editors Gazette .-—We have moved from 


the position we held when last I wrote you, 
the sections of the battery having boen aep- 
ar^ted. The first section, with a section of 
the 6lh Wisconsin battery, occupy a posi- 
tion about 100 yards in advance of the main 
line of fortifications, and nearly the same 
distance from the line that we were before, 
while the other two guns are three-quarters 
of a mile to the right, with the 1st Minne 
sola battery, and supported by Ransom's 
brigade, of MoArthur'a division—the Wis- 
consin Brigade. 


I have noticed in all reports of the bat- 


tles we have fought that Illinois claims the 
glory in every particular. This should not 
be permitted. When men representing the 
different states of the northwest are battling 
to sustain their country's honor they should 
not lose the praise which ia justly due them, 
because one stale has a corps of deceiving 
correspondents, who claim every victory 
for their own dear sucker state.* Of Mis- 
aouri troops, than whom no better never 
fought, nothing is said, and as for lowuand 
Wisconsin, one uot a«quainted with the 
facts would suppose they had no soldiers in 
the field. In the assault which was made 
on the enemy's works at this point, nothing 
is said of Quinby's division, and yet they 
charged with the rest of tbe line, and 
fought as well as any, but Quinby is not an 
Illinois man. 


Yesterday afternoon the rebels planted a 


mortar in a ravine behind their works, and 
all night long they disturbed our sleep by 
bursting their huge shells over and among 
us. Their object seems to bo the 9-inch 
D&hlgren gun on our right, which has been 
tearing down their fortifications for the 
past two days.

but the rebs, the othor day, tried a new 
game—one which w« were noi prepared flor- 
in the heat of tho day, while we ••'ere taking 
a quiet rest, they brought five guns into 
their nearest fort, and opened suddenly on 
us with grape and canister, killing and 
wounding several of the jutautry $oard 
stationed here. We immediately ot .ue 
and in a short time silenced tho guns. 


Wo are in hopes Vicksburg will fail be 


fore long, for this siege business is getr ng 
tedious. However wo must await Pen/jor 
ton'a pleasure.

THE "DAVENPORT BOYS."—Several weeks 
ago we pubiised an article from a Michigan 
paper which reflected in severe terme up- 
pon those unmitigated humbugs, the Dav- 
enport Bojs, of spiritualistic notoriety. A 
few davs ago, at tbe instance of Dr. La- 
cey, the agent of the show, we stated that 
the Davenports claimed that great injustice 
had been done them, as they averred that 
they had not been arrested, and had not, 
in fact, been in the state of Michigan with- 
in over tea months past.

The Palladium further as- 
serts that the Davenports got into e, simi- 
lar difficulty iu Coldwater, Jlichigas, where 
they weJe locket up in jail for some time, 
and were subsequently released upon bail.
